The examiner withdraws the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) unpatentable over 
Bissery in view of Loshak of the Office Action dated 4/16/2004 in response to 
applicant's remarks that neither the Bissery nor Loshak disclose chemotherapeutic 
combinations of 4-desacetyl-4-methylcarbonate and doxorubicin.
